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CTA rider ce Pv app for wheelchair users

Mohammad Ouyoun, 21, was trying to get to 
Union Station to take a Metra train home to 
Northbrook last year when he came across a 
problem. 

Ouyoun said he was at the Merchandise 
Mart Brown Line stop in River North and 
asked the CTA customer service agent which 
stop was closest to Union Station. 

Taking the agent’s advice, Ouyoun got off 
a train at the Quincy stop but couldn't go far- 
ther than the platform because the stop does 
not have an elevator or a ramp for riders with 
physical disabilities. Ouyoun said he has been 
in a wheelchair his entire life, diagnosed at 
birth with cerebral palsy. 

To make it easier for wheelchair users to 
get around the CTA, Ouyoun has created a 
free app that gives riders transit directions 
that only include CTA stations with working 
elevators and/or wheelchair ramps and CTA 
buses, which all have ramps. 

“T feel like there is a big need for this kind 
of application,” said Ouyoun, a software de- 


veloper with Smart Chicago Collaborative, a 
group that uses city data to create apps to ad- 
dress resident needs. “It would not necessarily 
be limited to wheelchair users but moms with 
strollers and people with luggage.” 

The Roll with Me app, at rollwithmeapp. 
com, allows users to enter their current loca- 
tion, destination and the time they would like 
to leave. The app shows wheelchair-friendly 
routes and a list of CTA alerts such as rail 
station elevators that are out of service for 
repairs. 

The app is not the first of its kind. The 
Wheely app provides wheelchair-friendly di- 
rections for New York City transit. 

In Chicago, of the CTA’s 145 rail stations, 
99 stations are wheelchair-friendly, CTA 
spokeswoman Ibis Antongiorgi said. All 1,800 
CTA buses have ramps that lower to allow 
wheelchair users to board. The agency could 
not estimate how many wheelchair users ride 
the CTA. 

Antongiorgi said the CTA makes it easy to 
determine which rail stations are accessible. 


CTA maps distinguish accessible stations 
with a picture of a wheelchair. The agency 
also lists accessible stations on its website. 

On its website, the CTA hosts a trip plan- 
ner that allows users to denote they want 
wheelchair-friendly directions. 

Ifan elevator is out of service, the CTA puts 
alerts on its website and online Train Tracker, 
Antongiorgi said. Riders who enter stations 
can see a list of out-of-service elevators on a 
white board in the station entrance. 

Riders can also call the CTA Elevator Sta- 
tus Hotline available through the main CTA 
number, 1-888-YOUR-CTA, Antongiorgi 
said. 

“The CTA is committed to making sure 
transit is accessible to everyone, including 
customers with a wide range of physical and 
other disabilities,” Antongiorgi told RedEye. 

The CTA plans to install elevators at the 
Wilson Red Line stop in Uptown and the Ad- 
dison Blue Line stop in Avondale. The agency 
says its goal is for all CTA stations to have 
wheelchair access.

Judge tosses NU student’s suit 


Student alleged sexual 
attack by professor

A federal judge threw out a lawsuit Thursday 
against Northwestern University by a student 
who alleged the school mishandled her com- 
plaint that a professor sexually attacked her 
after getting her drunk in 2012. 

In his ruling, US. District Judge Harry 
Leinenweber wrote that Northwestern fully 
investigated the allegations against professor 
Peter Ludlow once the student complained 
and took “timely, reasonable and successful 
measures” to stop any further harassment. 

Alan Cubbage, a spokesman for the univer- 
sity, said the decision to dismiss the suit was 
“encouraging.” 

“Northwestern is truly committed to being 
responsive to sexual harassment complaints,” 
he said. “It’s something we take very, very seri- 
ously.” 


In the suit filed last February, the student 
claimed that Ludlow, a longtime philosophy 
professor, drove her to an art show in Chicago 
in February 2012 and then insisted she drink 
wine and beer over the next several hours at 
a restaurant and a few bars. According to the 
lawsuit, she became so intoxicated that she 
fell “in and out of consciousness” but recalled 
Ludlow groping her despite her pleas to stop. 

The suit alleged Ludlow ignored her re- 
quests to be driven home and instead took 
her to his apartment, where she passed out 
and woke up in the professor’s bed. The suit 
alleged a sexual attack took place. 

The student, who was a freshman and un- 
derage at the time, tried to kill herself two 
days after the alleged attack, according to 
her lawsuit. She is now a senior at the school, 
Cubbage confirmed. 

According to the suit, the director of the 
university's Office of Sexual Harassment Pre- 
vention found that Ludlow engaged in “unwel- 
come and inappropriate sexual advances” and 


that Ludlow had bought the student so much 
alcohol that she was unable to give “meaningful 
consent to this physical touching.” 

But the university did not find that Ludlow 
groped the student inappropriately, according 
to the lawsuit. 

The student had asked in the lawsuit for 
the university to pay her medical bills, her tu- 
ition and her lawyer fees as well as to compen- 
sate her for emotional distress. 

Earlier this year, Ludlow filed a lawsuit al- 
leging the school botched the internal inves- 
tigation into the student’s claims of sexual 
misconduct and later mischaracterized to the 
media an agreement he had reached on his 
teaching status. That suit is pending before 
US. District Judge Sara Ellis, records show. 

Ludlow also sued the student for defa- 
mation in Cook County Circuit Court last 
month. 

Cubbage said Ludlow is still a professor 
at the university but that he is not currently 
teaching any classes.

Burke wants 
24-7 medical 
pot security

Medical marijuana facilities in Chicago 
would be required to have around-the- 
clock security guards under proposed 
city regulations endorsed Thursday by 
the City Council Zoning Committee. 

Aldermen said they wanted to require 
the presence of licensed private security 
contractors 24 hours-a-day, seven-days- 
a-week at all city marijuana dispensaries 
and cultivation centers because of the 
cash-only nature of the business. The 
rule would go beyond what the state re- 
quires. 

Ald. Ed Burke (4th), the primary 
sponsor of the ordinance, cited a rash of 
burglaries and robberies in Colorado and 
California, where medical marijuana has 
been legal for years. 

The proposed ordinance also would 
bar the display of marijuana, cannabis-in- 
fused products and paraphernalia where 
it can be seen from outside any of the 
13 dispensaries or two cultivation centers 
allowed in the city.

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Slain delivery driver 
dreamed of marriage

Abylbek Yzabekov arrived from Kyrgyzstan 
nearly a year ago, hoping to earn enough mon- 
ey to go back home, get married and start a 
family. 

Shortly after midnight Monday, he was 
headed back to his car with a $2 tip after 
delivering sandwiches when he noticed two 
men trying to rob a friend riding along for the 
night, according to police and the friend. 

“They began to shoot,” said the friend, who 
did not want to be identified. “They just shot 
in his direction and my direction. I don’t know 
why they shot. ... They didn’t take anything. 

“T was shocked, of course,” he added. “I was 
crushed and I called 911. They arrived very 
quick.” 

The robbers sped off across a grass me- 
dian in a tan Toyota or Honda, according to 
residents of the building in the 5400 block of 
East River Road. Yzabekoy, 31, was taken to 
Advocate Lutheran General Hospital in Park 
Ridge with a gunshot wound to the head. He 
died the next day. 

Police had no detailed description of the 
robbers, except they were Asian or Hispanic 
and in their 20s. No one was in custody as 
of Thursday afternoon, according to Police 
News Affairs. 

The friend said he and Yzabekov had 
grown up together in the same building in 
Kyrgyzstan. The friend’s brother moved to 
the United States six years ago and urged Yz- 
abekov to follow him. 

“He came from his country to get a job,” 
said the friend, who described himself as the 
closest thing Yzabekov had to family in the 
US. “He had plans to get married. He was go- 
ing to have children, and he wanted to find a 
good girl, a good wife. 

“He was very hard-working, intelligent,” 
he said. “A very easy-going person who was al- 
ways ready to help anyone ... I miss him, a lot 
of memories.” 

The friend said he was riding with Yz- 
abekov over the weekend as he made deliver- 
ies for Mama Mia’s Pizzeria on Cumberland 
Avenue. The friend was thinking of also work- 
ing as a delivery driver, and Yzabekov let him 
come along. 

“He wanted to show me how to work,” he 
said. 

Around 12:30 a.m., they pulled up to a build- 
ing not far from where Yzabekov lived to de- 
liver an order of sandwiches and pizza puffs.

The friend said he stayed in the car to Skype 
with his family as Yzabekov went inside. 

Two men approached the car, the friend said. 
“They said it was a robbery. They said, ‘Give 
me everything.’ But I didn’t have anything,” 
the friend said. “At that moment my friend got 
out of the building and they saw him.” 

The friend said he got out of the car and 
the robbers “stepped back” and one of them 
started shooting. 

According to the police report, the robbers 
had followed Yzabekov and his friend to the 
building and “lay in wait” in their own car. 
When Yzabekov went upstairs to deliver the 
food, the two walked up and demanded the 
friend’s money, cellphone and jewelry. 

When Yzabekov came back outside, “the 
confrontation between offenders and victims 
escalated,” the police report said. One of the 
robbers—the shorter of the two— fired three 
times, twice at Yzabekov and once at the 
friend, according to police. 

“This is a surprise that he died in such a 
way,” the friend said. “It’s horrible. It’s like 
dream for me. But it’s reality. 

“T don’t know how I feel,” he added. “Some- 
times you get angry. I’m depressed. I cannot 
believe this happened to him because he was 
not like some people. He was not angry, he 
was very kind and pleasant. He was easy-going 
and he was always ready to help others.”

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‘Daily Show’ host brings Mazia 
Bahari’s traumatic experience | 
to the big screenin ‘Rosewater

Asked how often someone told him, “I don’t 
think that’s a good idea” while making his first 
movie, “Rosewater” writer-director Jon Stew- 
art replies with a laugh, “There were probably 
five a day,” noting that most issues were small. 
He then tells a story about a sequence in the 
film, during which optimistic voters in Iran 
lose faith in the fairness of the presidential 
election, involving military trucks and soldiers. 

“I just remember watching it in dailies and 
thinking, ‘Oh, we’re never going to be able to 
use this,’ ” the 51-year-old “Daily Show” host 
and filmmaker says at the Park Hyatt. “It really 
looked like Apocalypse Now’ It went from the 
hope of the election to, ‘It’s Armageddon.’ It 
looked ridiculous.” 

Authenticity isn’t a problem in the final 
product, opening Friday. Maziar Bahari served 
as production consultant for Stewart’s adapta- 
tion of Bahari’s book “Then They Came for 
Me,” about the Newsweek journalist’s (played 
in the film by Gael Garcia Bernal) experience 
covering the 2009 Iranian election. Bahari 
subsequently was imprisoned and tortured for 
118 days by a man who smelled like rosewater. 

Shortly before his arrest (absurdly under 
suspicion of being a spy), Bahari, now 47, ap- 
peared in a “Daily Show” segment, but says he 
never was upset with the show for what trans- 
pired. “For Jon, Jason, other people who were 
involved at the “Daily Show’ to feel some sort 
of guilt is very natural, and it is something that 
the Iranian government wants,” Behari said. 
“Because next time if an American crew goes 
to Iran and wants to interview someone, they 
don’t want to put anyone in trouble and there- 
fore they don’t talk to anyone except for the 
Iranian officials.” 


Jon, you’ve talked about bombing in your 
stand-up days and being happy with that be- 
cause you put yourself out there—kind of a 
“go big or go home” philosophy. It would’ve 
been even bigger to put yourself in the star- 
ring role as Maziar. How would that have 
turned out? 

Jon Stewart: That would have turned out as 
many of my other acting roles have turned 
out, which is—I believe the word is “badly.” 
{Laughs.]} 

Maziar Bahari: That would only work if 
Adam Sandler was Rosewater. 

Js: Hey! Now wait a minute. Now we might 
be onto something. 

MB: That is Adam Sandler’s next project. 

Js: Now we've got ourselves box office boffo. 
MB: Which is inevitably horrible. 

JS: No, I think the marketplace has spoken 
in terms of my abilities as an actor. Spoken 

I think in capital letters that that’s maybe 
something they would appreciate not hap- 
pening. 


Alot of your work is very beloved. 
JS: Well, whenever you're the weed guy in 


“Half Baked,” that’s going to leave a mark. 
That’s going to be a legacy. 


By the time you got to Evin Prison, Maziar, 
they were trying to impact people with less 
violence. But there was a history of pulled fin- 
gernails and broken bones. How much were 
you wondering about that when you arrived? 
JS: Maziar’s father had experienced terrible 
torture; his sister had experienced terrible 
torture. I think he did have certain standing

because he was considered a sort of VIP pris- 
oner because of his international standing 
because he was representing [Newsweek]. 
There are still terrible atrocities commit- 
ted in these prisons. People are killed there 
all the time. Some of what I think helped 
protect him was that sense that somebody 
would say something if something happened 
to him. 

MB: And also I think people have to under- 
stand that the Iranian regime is not a sadistic 
regime like a group like ISIS. Torture, inter- 
rogation, brutality, psychological brutality 

is part of the regime’s method of survival. 

So when they torture someone or they put 
them through interrogation, it’s not because 
they’re enjoying it. They want to teach a 
lesson to that person but also to the rest of 
the population. And many of the people who 
are in charge of the Iranian government now, 


It seems you never believed the threats giv- 
en to you when you were released. Are there 
any moments you look over your shoulder 
or feel like that’s still weighing on you? And 
after spending all that time blindfolded, do 
you sleep with a sleep mask? 

MB: No, I don’t. 

JS: He sleeps with a blanket over his head. 
That’s how he sleeps on the plane. I thought 
I was sleeping next to a ghost. 

MB: Yeah, because I have migraines, and 
yesterday on the plane I had a migraine so to 
really block the lights I had to put— 

JS: A blanket over his head. 

MB: And I don’t like blindfolds for obvious 
reasons. But going back to your question, 
the thing is as I said this kind of government 
they always want to make you feel insecure, 
and if I let them to run my life according to 
their threats, then they are the winners. ... So 


the only way that I can somehow survive and 
be the winner is to live normally. Not to be 
afraid. Take my daughter to school, go for a 
walk, travel and all that. But at the same time 
when the Iranian government makes some 
threats you have to think about it. This is a 
government that has had so many extrater- 
ritorial assassinations, but I think they have 
more trouble these days besides thinking 
about this film and myself. 


There have been many films that depict 
torture in real-life experiences. Does it say 
something about you as a filmmaker in 
terms of what violence you do and don’t put 
on the screen? 

JS: I think you’re talking about two separate 
things. One is the difficulty in watching it; 
one is the process of making it. You can make 
things that are really difficult to watch but 
are not torturous to make. ... If you notice in 
the film, the first moment where he lays his 
hands on Maziar is to just remind him that he 
brought him cucumbers. But he’s blindfold- 
ed. And that threat of not knowing what the 
touch will be, where it’s coming from, to me 
created a tension that we wanted to exploit 
in the sense of the shark in “Jaws.” You know 
it’s ever-present.

JS: You really wear a sleep mask?

JS: Well, now we've learned something about 
you. Now, can I ask you a question? Does it 
have a cooling gel in it? 


I wish. 

JS: You gotta get yourself—my wife has one

the freezer— 

MB: They have that? 

JS: Oh, they got [them]. 

MB: I have this, it’s like a hat. A migraine hat. 


What have you learned about the interview- 
ing process by being on the other side of the 
table? 

JS: About having people come and interview 
you? 

MB: How annoying it can be? 

JS: {Laughs.] Yeah, I think I have an aware- 
ness now that it’s probably better to know 
what you're talking about. Sometimes when 
I go into interviews and I’m clearly talking 
out of my ass, I realize now that that might 
annoy the people that I’m talking to. 


This is a lesson that’s just settling in now? 
JS: It’s just settling in now: “Oh, I should 
probably prepare for these. OK, now I’ve 
learned my lesson.” It’s only taken me 

20 years.

Stewart has fun play- 
ing with some comedic aspects of the Iranian 
government’s nonsensical questioning of 
Bahari in prison. His tormentor (Kim Bodnia) 
accuses him of being a spy, using as evidence 
an interview that Bahari did with “The Daily

Jones. In the video Jones identifies himself 

as a spy; therefore Bahari too must be a spy. 
Responds the incarcerated man, whose captor 
doesn’t realize “The Daily Show” is meant 

for laughs: “Why would a real spy have aTV 
show?” 

Clearly, this isn’t “Zero Dark Thirty.” The 
abuse Bahari experiences is more psychological 
than physical. He passes the time by thinking 
of his father and sister (who were imprisoned 
and tortured years before) and eventually con- 
cocting a pretty hilarious lie to amuse the man 
whose visits are referred to as “specialist time.” 
Stewart fails to intimately explore the emotion 
of Bahari’s imprisonment, often amateurishly 
doing a slow zoom on supposedly powerful 
moments. It’s hard not to wonder why we don’t 
see what Bahari’s pregnant wife (Claire Foy) is 
doing or get a clearer sense of the international 


Still, “Rosewater” is a better document of 
journalistic courage than the recent, overrated 
Edward Snowden doc “Citizenfour.” Adapt- 
ing Bahari and Aimee Molloy’s book “Then 
They Came For Me,” Stewart’s film showcases 
political corruption—fans of Mahmoud Ahma-

When making 
a movie about 
renowned physicist, 
‘A Brief History of 
Time” author and 
presumed smartest- 
man-on-the-planet 
Stephen Hawking 
(Eddie Redmayne), perhaps a scene featur- 
ing a room of admirers giving him a standing 
ovation is inevitable. It is nice to see the 
start to Hawking’s early-’60s college years at 
Cambridge, where he met his wife Jane (Fe- 
licity Jones) and had yet to be diagnosed with 
ALS —a motor neuron disease that, while not 
affecting his brain, weakened his muscles as a 
young man, leaving him unable to walk and, 
eventually, speak. 

(If you didn’t see the video, Hawking 
couldn't do the ice bucket challenge because 
he had pneumonia last year and it wouldn’t 
be wise to have cold water dumped on his 
head. But his family participated.) 

What the watchable, well-acted “The 
Theory of Everything” struggles to do, how- 
ever, is bring viewers into the everyday life of 
one of the world’s most prominent minds. In 
addition to not really tracking his fame and 
influence, the film isn’t attuned to what it’s 
like to be Stephen Hawking. There are three 
montages. People speculate about whether 
his genitalia still works and Jane gives birth 
to three children, but it seems like director 
James Marsh (“Man on Wire”) is reluctant to 
cause too much discomfort and thus avoids 
a lot of intimate detail about life with ALS.

(“The Diving Bell and the Butterfly” was a 
lot better; “The Sessions” was comparable.) 
The movie is based on Jane Hawking’s 
book “Travelling to Infinity: My Life with 
Stephen,” which partially explains why the 
film softly addresses their relationship and 
children over time and lacks a tighter focus. 
That’s not the cast’s fault. Redmayne 
(“Les Miserables”) is excellent; he shows 
Hawking maintaining his sense of humor, 
eventually communicating lots with his eyes 
and eyebrows. He’s an inspiring thinker, and 
then he’s an inspiring spirit, and fortunately 
the movie (aside from that aforementioned 
standing ovation) doesn’t labor to pat its 
subject on the back. Jones, meanwhile, is ter- 
rific as always, particularly in a scene in which 
she tells Hawking’s father (Simon McBurney) 
that she’s up for whatever challenges come 
with his son’s illness. At that time, neither 
she nor Hawking know the degree to which 
he will exceed the two-year life expectancy. 
Still, the conventional “The Theory of 
Everything” will inform many that Hawking 
pursues truth without concern about prov- 
ing himself wrong and was once a coxswain 
(the person in the front of the boat, barking 
orders at people who row crew). There can 
never be enough reminders that a person 
with a disease is a person, not the disease.

Here’s how to put 
love, dreams on top 


Though rising pop 
star Noni (Gugu 
Mbatha-Raw) is the 
industry’s hot new 
toy, her label isn’t 
happy with her right 
now. “We're sell- 
ing fantasy here,” a 
sleazy exec tells Noni and her mom (Minnie 
Driver). “And suicide ain’t sexy.” 

He’s referring to public perception of 
Noni’s recent scandal, which she told the 
media was the product of champagne plus a 
balcony plus stilettos but didn’t necessarily 
win anyone over. Well, except for Officer 
Kaz Nicol (Nate Parker of “Non-Stop”), who 
caught Noni just before she plummeted from 
her 12th-floor Beverly Hills hotel room. He’s 
interested in the person underneath Noni’s 
uniform, which includes a purple-flecked 
weave and outfits that leave little to the 
imagination. She appreciates it, but to sing 
her own songs and shed the sex-object image 
that brought her to the cusp of major star- 
dom would be to sacrifice her tenuous hold 
on the spotlight. 

What may sound like an obvious indict- 
ment of the industry’s superficial priorities 
achieves something more insightful and

compassionate in the hands of writer- 
director Gina Prince-Bythewood (“Love and 
Basketball”). Beneath the private planes and 
shouting paparazzi is a simple tale about 
happiness — parsing out fantasies from true 
desires, and being brave enough to get it. 

Sure, aspects of this story recall a more 
dramatic take on “Notting Hill” and “Forget- 
ting Sarah Marshall,” along with “Nashville”- 
esque revelations. Kaz is a little too saintly, 
and Prince-Bythewood’s wise choice to avoid 
forcing the aspiring politician to distance 
himself from his tabloid-friendly squeeze 
means the filmmaker must strain to find 
another reason to pull these two apart. 

Yet the film puts a real face on certain 
cliches while addressing that stars might 
be better role models if the industry would 
only let them be their true selves. And what 
really gives “Beyond the Lights” its own voice 
is another commanding performance from 
Mbatha-Raw (“Belle”), who doesn’t need 
words to explain how the outer emptiness of 
Noni’s persona has found its way inside.

It’s one of many instances through- 
out this sad comedy when co-directors/ 
co-writers Peter and Bobby Farrelly attempt 
a laugh through a woman’s physical or sexual 
humiliation—as if the funny part is mocking 
a middle-aged woman’s body, not that these 
jerks would be dumb enough to do it. 

The plot involves the intellectually limited 
pals attempting to reunite with Harry’s long- 
lost daughter Penny (shamefully exploited 
Illinois native Rachel Melvin, who looks like 
Elizabeth Banks, Rachel Bilson and Michelle 
Monaghan all at once), mostly so she can 
give him a kidney.

Jerrod Carmichael 


Unapologetic stand-up

No matter which way you look at it, Jerrod 
Carmichael is exploding. 

There’s his Spike Lee-directed special from 
Los Angeles’ iconic Comedy Store, a role in 
“Neighbors” and an upcoming sitcom under the 
NBC umbrella. He was even personally invited 
to Bill Cosby’s home just to chat “comedy.” 

Not to mention the stand-up comedian 
from Winston-Salem, N.C., is only a fresh 
26 years old. Sure, his resume is packed tighter 
than a CTA Red Line train car at 5:30 p.m. 

But what shines even brighter than what 
Carmichael has accomplished is his glaring 
maturity for where he is headed. 

“I’ve been myself,” he said proudly. “That’s 
the only way to truly go far. If you try and 
change who you are to fit what people want? 
You won't get anywhere. Sure, you can reach 
the glass ceiling like that, but I don’t think 
you'd be happy.” 

Part of being himself onstage is living by 
the motto, “There are no rules in stand-up 
comedy.” Well, that was his motto, until he let 
a “drunk rapper tell a joke during his set.” 

“My one rule now is to never let a drunk 
rapper tell a joke again,” he said. “You are in 
the moment and crazy things happen all the 
time. You are open to [things like that] as long 
as contributes to the show.” 

Carmichael performs regularly at The 
Improy, Laugh Factory and Meltdown, and 


has toured with comedy greats Daniel Tosh 
and Aziz Ansari. But now? He sits atop the 
bill, headlining his own shows. 

His next tour stop is Up Comedy Club (230 
W. North Ave.; upcomedyclub.com), where 
he will perform five shows Friday and Saturday. 

While he’s yet to make a tradition of tell- 
ing jokes onstage in Chicago, he has, however, 
come up with his own nickname for it. 

“It’s the “Two-Dinner City, because every 
time I visit I eat two dinners,” he said laugh- 
ing. “It’s also the clearest sign of a problem 
when your eating habits revolve around drink- 
ing. It’s amazing how things haven’t changed 
since Prohibition.” 

Outside of the stand-up comedy realm, 
Carmichael said working alongside Seth Rog- 
en and director Nicholas Stoller while filming 
“Neighbors” was one of the greatest learning 
moments for his career. 

Their undoubted passion for what they do, 
their brilliance at improvising and their dis- 
tinct fearlessness is “as impressive an experi- 
ence to witness as one would imagine.” 

“The game on set was to make Nick and 
Seth laugh,” he said. “If you heard them laugh- 
ing when watching takes back? You did it. 
They stayed true to their vision throughout. 
It’s the most underrated quality there is. It 
taught me no matter what—if it’s stand- 
up, television, movies or anything else—be 
unapologetic.”

If the world were 

a perfect place, I,

If I have learned any- 
thing in my journeys, 


it is that perfect patties are often located in 
humble environs: joints, holes-in-the-wall, 
huts and, yes, shacks. It is for this very reason 
that I anticipated a visit to Chicago’s first 
Shake Shack. 


The story 

It is not inconceivable that Shake Shack 
would shine in Chicago, for the original 
location in New York’s Madison Square 
Park would not exist without the inspira- 
tion of this very city. Legendary restaurateur 


Danny Meyer of Union Square Hospital- 
ity—which owns and operates each and 
every Shake Shack location, you should 
know—is a native of St. Louis with family in 
Chicago. When he was approached to oper- 
ate a hot dog cart as part of an art installa- 
tion in the park, he drew on his childhood 
memories, serving not a New York wiener, 
but a Chicago-style hot dog. “Danny 
said if we were going to oper- 
ate a cart, it couldn’t be like 
every other corner hot stand 

in New York, where you'd be 
lucky to get a smile with your 
dog,” said Mark Rosati, Shake 
Shack’s culinary director. “He 
wanted to add to the dialogue of 
what a hot dog cart could be and the 

idea of serving a dog with relish, tomatoes 
and pickles and all the fixings really stood 
out.” When Union Square Hospitality was 
asked to turn that dog cart in to a full kiosk, 
Meyer again turned to his childhood for in- 
spiration. Inspired by the great metropolis 
of St. Louis and its famous frozen custard, 
he planned to serve shakes alongside their 
natural accompaniment, burgers.

The burger 
Shake Shack’s patty is a mix of fresh, never 
frozen beef—a blend developed with New 
York’s legendary meat purveyor Pat LaF- 
rieda—and is 100-percent antibiotic and 
hormone-free. But as you know, The Great 
Burgerelli is not swayed by fancy pedigrees; 
it is all about what my palate tells me. My 
tongue was tickled by this loosely 
packed nest of well-griddled, 
uniformly caramelized and juicy 
medium-well meat. While there 
is nothing wrong with a single, 
these burgers are quite thin. I 
found that doubling up on the 
patties created the most ideal 
meat-to-bun ratio. 


The roll 

The maker of the potato roll that holds Shake 
Shack’s excellent burgers, Martin’s of Cham- 
bersburg, Penn., describes the rolls as a “hug 
for your sandwich.” I would have to agree, they 
were rich and pliant like a Parker House roll. 


The fixings 


One can order a vegetarian portobello 


‘Shroom Burger ($6.90), a plain hamburger 
($3.95 single, $6.15 double) or even a secret 
burger with a slather of peanut butter and 
bacon. I instead focused my attention with 
laser-like focus on the ShackBurger ($4.95 
single, $7.65 double) and the SmokeShack 
($6.45 single, $9.15 double). The ShackBurger 
is a cheeseburger topped with tomato, 
lettuce and ShackSauce. Much like McDon- 
ald’s famous special sauce, ShackSauce is 
mayonnaise-based, but it is more nuanced, 
featuring sweet, tangy and spicy notes. 

The SmokeShack is a cheeseburger topped 
with the beforementioned ShackSauce, 
chopped cherry peppers and thick planks of 
applewood-smoked bacon—not those weak, 
translucent shavings I have encountered at 
other fast-food facilities. While bacon does 
indeed make everything better, the real star 
here are the spicy pickled cherry peppers, 
which have a bright acidity that cuts through 
the richness of the whole stack and lifts the 
burger to legendary heights. 


The fries 
While the burgers are certifiably splendid, 
there has been some controversy, one might 


say, over Shake Shack’s crinkle-cut french 
fries ($2.90). Unlike almost everything else 
at Shake Shack, they are not made in house. 
Shake Shack responded by recently offer- 
ing fresh-cut double fried fresh fries in their 
place, but fans clamored for a return of the 
crinkle-cuts. And so, they have made valiant 
comeback, only this time made from higher- 
quality potatoes with no added preservatives 
or seasonings, and that’s what the Chicago 
location now serves. “There was something 
nostalgic about the crinkle cut people loved,” 
Rosati said. “They have more surface area 
and soak up ketchup better.” 

Though I was mighty skeptical at first, 
I now wholeheartedly agree with Rosati’s 
assessment. In a city with plenty of hand- 
cut fries, I simply cannot deny that the 
crinkle does indeed stand out. Despite being 
frozen before cooked, the crinkle-cut fries 
are incredibly crisp, well-salted and have a 
warm, golden hue. They are even better when 
drizzled with the house-made cheese sauce 
($3.90) made from cream and a blend of two 
cheeses. Though Rosati would not reveal to 
me the precise blend, I believe I detected a 
note of sharp cheddar; the texture was almost 


a - F ia 
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like a creamy spreadable butter, the opposite 
of gloppy, off-putting Velveeta. 


The drinks 

The namesake frozen custard shakes ($5.15) 
made with hormone-free milks are luscious. 

I especially liked the peanut butter flavor, 
which featured a chocolate custard base and 
reminded me of a liquid Reese’s peanut butter 
cup. I also enjoyed the strawberry shake, but it 
was not as quite as marvelous as the strawberry 
shake at M Burger, which features chewy bits 
of fruit. In addition to the shakes, I sampled 
the ShackMeister ale ($5.25), a proprietary 
beer brewed in collaboration with Brooklyn 
Brewery. The red-hued beer was spicy, bitter 
and an extraordinary foil to the sweetness of 
the ShackSauce found on the burgers. 


Bottom line 

My fellow burger-loving friends, you will have 
a tough time finding a superior sub-$5 fast- 
food cheeseburger in Chicago than the one 
served at Shake Shack. I do proclaim this one 
of the city’s greatest patties.
